The complaint declares that the Fu l­ 
lerton editor 
’intended 
to and did 
charge and assert" that the “ plaintiff 
was guilty of giving a gratuity as trus­ 
tee of the insane asylum of Patton 
for the purpose of retaining and dis- 
,-barging the duties of said office and 
committed a crime against the people 
of the state of California. 
That the 
said articles, and the words thereof,, 
and the imputations therein contained 
were and are wholly false,, malicious 
and untrue.” 
it is alleged in the complaint that 
Edgar Johnson “ wickedly and m alic­ 
iously" contrived to injure M cPhee’s 
"good reputation, good 
name, 
lame 
and credit, and to bring him into pub­ 
lic contempt and disgrace," and that 
Johnson did “ w illfully, falsely and ina- 


lieiously compose, publish and cause 
to be puolished the aforesaid article 
in said newspaper." 
Further it is declared that the ar­ 
ticle is understood as asserting that 
M cPhee had corruptly and dishonestly 
managed the Blade and retained his 
position on the asylum board.

Fo r 
being "brought into public disrepute, 
infam y and disgrace,” MeBhee alleges 
that his good name, lame, credit and

M cPhee .lias been a member of the 
board of managers of tin hospital at 
Patton for a number of years. He was 
originally appointed h 
George 
C. 
Pardee, who was then governor, and 
was re-appointed by Governor Gillett 
just before

was up. 
M cPhee’s term as director 
ends December lu, 1014. 
M cPhee supported 
Governor Jo h n ­ 
son four years ago, after the nomina­ 
tion. 
Before a suit for libel can be brought 
a bond must be given to cover the 
defendant against loss

ment be against the plaintiff for either 
costs or damages.
